He  noted 
that  currency  production  had 
doubled  in  the  last  seven; 
years . 

With  12  presses  operat- 
ing 24  hours  a day,  the  Bur- 
eau prints  8 thousand  notes; 
per  hour  for  a total  of  $165' 
million  worth  of  currency 
per  day.

On  the  morning  of  July 
4,  1882,  Comstock  miner,  Wi- 
lliam F.  Grant  was  riding 
the  cage  up  from  the  bottom 
of  the  Chollar-Norcross-Sav- 
age  mine  when  he  became  fai- 
nt, lost  his  balance,  keeled 
over,  toppled  from  the  cage 
and  was  horribly  crushed  be- 
tween the  cage  and  the  wall 
plates  of  the  mine  shaft  be- 
fore he  plummeted  to  his 
death.  The  workers  who  were 
with  Grant  quickly  signaled 
the  hoist  engineer  to  lower 
the  cage  to  the  bottom  of 
the  shaft  where  they  recov- 
ered Grant's  mutilated  re- 
mains. 1 

Slightly  more  than  one 
month  later,  on  Friday,  Aug- 
ust 11,  1882  Thomas  Veale,  a 
carman  at  the  same  mine  lost 
his  balance  and  fell  280 
feet  to  his  death  in  a scal- 
ding pool  of  water.  Veale 
had  boarded  the  cage  with 
intent  of  ascending  to  the 
surface  in  order  to  pick  up 
materials  with  which  to  fix 
a hydraulic  pump.  The  cage 
had  traveled  only  four  feet 
when  he  signaled  the  eng- 
ineer to  stop  the  hoist.  A 
witness  to  the  accident,  who 
had  been  at  work  in  one  of 
the  nearby  drifts,  heard  a 
noise  and  ran  to  the  shaft 
only  to  discover  that  the 
cage  in  which  Veale  had  been 
riding  was  empty.  After  sig- 


naling for  help,  volunteers 
arrived  and  were  lowered  to 
the  bottom  of  the  shaft  wh- 
ere they  dragged  Veale 's  ba- 
dly deformed  body  from  the 
sump.  2 

Gruesome,  grisly  tales 
such  as  those  just  related 
often  seemed  to  be  the  main- 
stay of  the  Virginia  City 
Territorial  Enterprise  which 
regularly,  graphically  de- 
tailed the  latest  injury  or 
death  at  the  Comstock  Lode. 

They  also  serve  to  draw  att- 
ention to  the  tremendous 
risks  that  accompanied  the 
early  deep  rock  mining  op- 
erations that  produced  much 
of  the  silver  coined  at  the 
Carson  City,  Nevada  Mint  du- 
ring the  late  1800's.  The 
Comstock  Lode,  located  on 
the  eastern  slope  of  the  Si- 
erra Nevada  Mountains,  a sh- 
ort distance  by  rail  from 
the  Carson  City  Mint,  was 
one  of  the  richest  bodies  of 
ore  ever  discovered  in  the 
United  States,  yielding  over 
400  million  dollars  worth  of 
gold  and  silver.  But,  beyond 
its  great  wealth  and  impor- 
tance to  the  nation,  the  hi- 
story of  the  Comstock  Lode 
also  yields  a disturbing 
tale  of  the  great  risk  and 
danger  faced  by  those  who 
dared  to  extract  its  wealth. 

Statistics  compiled  by 
contemporary  historian  Ell- 
iot Lord  revealed  that  be- 
tween 1863  and  1880,  the 
peak  production  years  at  the 
Lode,  some  295  miners  were 
killed  and  at  least  606  were 
injured  in  mine  related  ac- 
cidents. 3. So  great  was  the 
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danger  that  a miner  who  sp- 
ent ten  years  at  his  job  st- 
ood a one  in  three  chance  of 
being  seriously  injured  and 
a one  in  eight  chance  of  be- 
ing killed. 4 As  T.H.  w/atkins 
noted  in  his  book,  Gold  and 
Silver  in  the  We st: 

Indeed  the  underground  miner 
faced  a seemingly  endless 
variety  of  hazards  every time 
he  set  foot  in  the  mine.  He 
could  be  blown  to  bits  in  an 
explosion,  drown  in  a sump, 
suffocated  and  incinerated 
in  a fire,  scalded  by  hot 
water,  crushed  by  falling 
rocks  or  cave- ins,  wound  up 
in  the  machinery,  ground  un- 
der the  wheels  of  an  ore 
car,  have  his  head  split  op- 
en with  an  ax  or  pick,  his 
neck  broken  by  being  run  up 
into  the  hoist  frame,  or  his 
whole  body  smashed  out  of 
shape  and  reduced  to  pulp, 
or  ripped  apart  and  scatter- 
ed in  shreds  by  falling  down 
a shaft.  _5 

But  by  far  the  most  com- 
mon way  in  which  a Comstock 
miner  lost  his  life  was  as 
the  result  of  a cave- in.  The 
porous  nature  of  the  walls 
of  the  Comstock  Lode  made 
mining  extremely  dangerous 
and  led  to  a rather  strange 
relationship  between  the 
miners  who  worked  the  Lode 
and  the  rats  which  infested 
it.  Comstock  miners  quickly 
became  aware  of  the  uncanny 
ability  of  those  hungry  lit- 
tle critters  to  forecast, 
through  sensing  minute  vib- 


rations, impending  cave- ins, 
thereby,  warning  the  miners 
of  the  danger.  The  miners, 
in  turn,  were  only  to  happy 
to  keep  their  little  friends 
well-fed  in  return  for  this 
valuable  service. 

As  a sidelight,  it  sh- 
ould be  mentioned  that  the 
Comstock  rats  were  looked 
upon  as  good- luck  charms.  It 
was  said  that  when  a rat  en- 
tered a new  drift  it  was  a 
sure  sign  that  the  miners 
would  strike  ore.  Comstock 
miners  clung  so  readily  to 
this  superstition  that  the 
November  25,  1882  issue  of 

the  Territorial  Enterprise 
in  reporting  that  a rat  had 
been  sighted  in  the  Sierra  j 
Nevada  mine  cautioned,  "the- 
re is  much  talk  among  the 
miners  about  the  coming  of 
this  rat,  and  the  men  in  the 
new  cross-cut  are  very  proud 
of  it,  and  have  high  hopes 
on  account  of  its  presence. 
Woe  unto  the  man  who  shall 
intentionally  kill  that  Si- 
erra Nevada  rat!" 


It  took  a lot  of  courage 
and  determination  to  bring 
the  silver  riches  of  the 
Comstock  Lode  to  the  Carson 
City  Mint  for  coinage,  and 
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many  dedicated  miners  for- 
feited life  and  limb  in  th- 
eir vain  search  for  wealth 
deep  mining  the  Comstock. 
The  story  of  which,  if  noth- 
ing else,  shows  that  there 
is  often  more  to  the  back- 
ground of  a coin,  such  as 
those  bearing  the  famous 
"CC"  mintmark,  than  at  first 
meets  the  eye.

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FIELD  TRIP  TO 
CHICAGO  FEDERAL  RESERVE 

On  August  17,  1984,  22 
members  and  guests  of  the 
Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society 
and  South  Shore  Coin  Club 
made  a field  trip  via  Badger 
Coach  to  the  Chicago  Federal 
Reserve,  Arriving  at  the  Fed 
a little  after  10:00am  we 
were  courteously  greeted  by 
Public  Information  Represen- 
tatives Michael  Ben  and 
Frank  Kocich.

The  cameras  were 
then  taken  away  (to  protect 
the  identities  of  the  2,000 
employees),  and  we  were  all 
issued  ID  stick  on  patches.

Our  first 
stop  was  at  the  "check  sort- 
ing" room.  This  room  is  kept 
at  a constant  68  degrees  to 
help  keep  the  machines  from 
overheating.
